Archibald  Thomas  MacAHister  Jr.,  a  two-decade 
Princetonian  and  a  driving-force  in  bringing  this  coun- 
try face-to-face  with  the  plight  of  modern  language 
study  at  a  time  of  great  national  need  for  language 
proficiency.  In  the  period  of  the  so-called  new 
diplomacy,"  when  heads  of  stale  in  Easl  and  Weal 
are  suddenly  exchanging  pleasantries  and  are  urging 
one  another  to  swap  weekend  visits,  this  54-year  old 
Princetonian  is  concluding  a  vitally  important  tour  of 
duty  as  Acting  Director  of  the  Foreign  Language  Pro- 
gram of  the  far-reaching  Modern  Language  Association 
of  America. 

Since  this  past  February,  on  part-time  leave  from 
his  duties  as  Professor  of  Italian  and  Director  of 
Language  Instruction  in  Princeton  University's  De- 
partment of  Romance  Languages  and  Literatures,  Mac- 
AHister has  been  concerned  on  a  nation-wide  scale 
with  such  problems  as  establishing  standards  of  teacher 
competence,  improving  teaching  methods  and  texts, 
and  introducing  foreign  languages  in  elementary 
schools.  To  him  the  II,  S.  Office  of  Education  has  been 
turning  for  guidance  in  implementing  the  provisions 
of  the  little-understood  National  Defense  Act  of  1958 
in  regard  to  evaluating  the  quality  of  language  instruc- 
tion on  all  levels  of  education. 

In  recent  years  MacAHister.  an  effective  toiler  in 
Republican  vineyards,  particularly  in  the  Borough's 
First  and  Eighth  Districts,  has  been  concentrating  more 
and  more  on  the  methodology  of  language  teaching.  A 
leading  authority  on  the  works  of  the  poet  Dante,  he 
has  struggled  for  closer  understanding  and  cooperation 
between  secondary  schools  and  colleges — seeking  to 
strengthen  the  study  of  literary  history  by  encouraging 
close  and  meaningful  contacts  with  the  actual  texts.

To  him  the  "living  language."  with  stress  on  a  nation's 
cultural  achievements  and  its  aspirations  for  tin 
future,  is  infinitely  more  significant  than  a  comma-by- 
comma  study  of  literary  classics. 

A  native  of  flood-wracked  Hazelton,  Pa.,  MacAHister 
took  his  bachelor  and  advanced  degrees  at  Vale  unli 
distinction.  Prior  to  joining  the  Princeton  Faculty  M 
an  assistant  professor  in  1940,  he  served  as  ;i  Yale 
Instructor,  lectured  at  Albertus  Magnus  Cull.::,'  |  \,iv 
Haven)  and  also  taught  at  Brown  University.  During 
World  War  II  he  was  in  charge  of  "the  linguistic  aspects 
of  the  Italian  Area  Program,"  sponsored  by  the  U.  S. 
Army,  and  played  a  key  role  in  helping  train  team 
interpreter-personnel  for  civil  responsibilities  in  the 
Mediterranean  Theater  of  Operations.

lions,  ranging  from  consultative  positions  In  [oca] 
school  systems  in  New  Jersey  to  memberships  mi 
advisory  committees  lor  the  Fulbright  Program  for 
overseas  fellowships.  A  frequent  speaker  before  mod- 
ern-language groups,  and  a  participant  in  both  radio 
and  television  programs,  he  holds — in  addition  to  other 
continuing  responsibilities — a  position  as  editorial  con- 
sultant in  Italian  to  The  Papers  of  Thomas
